As 
the miners started to enter the mine, 
the strikers started on a ran to inter- 
cept them,five shots.from the winchest 
ers served to check them. In answer 
to the shots a lively air was struck up 
by the drum corps, but no return shots 
were fired. The miners who were 
burrying into the pits were overtaken 
and asked not to go to work, but most 
of them replied that they were afraid 
of losing their jobs if they stayed away 
trom the mine and attended the meet- 
ing. 
After a short parley they decided 


to go to work. 
1'beir dinner buckets 


were then taken away from them. 


Previous vo the meeting Debs and 


other strike officers went among the 
iiiou aud counseled them to keep with- 
in the bounds of the law. The speak- 
ers at the meetings urged upon the 
miners that they were jeopardizing the 
suacess of the strike and asked them to 
come ont and make the suspension 
complete. 


At Wheeling, Weat Virginia, 
the 


strikers are marching to the mines at 
Boggs Bun where a few men are still at 
work. 


The miners look with favor on the
